Elevator Handling Charges 


Some time ago the Grande Prairie 
Roard of Trade passed a resolution 
urging upon the government the 
necessity of lowering the elevator 
handling charges. A copy of this 
was sent to the Hon, Robt. Weir, 
Minister of Agriculture, Hon, H. H. 
Stevens, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, and the Grain Commission, 

A letter in reply was received by 
the Board of Trade, explaining that 
due to the provisions of the Canada 
Grain Act that the Commission could 
not take action till the next annual 
sitting of the board, 

Since then something evidently 
happened. Under date of November 
9 it is reported in the Senate Hansard 
that a bill, moved by the Hon, Arthur 
Meighen, to amend the Canada Grain 
Act to empower the Grain Commission 
to change the elevator handling 
charges at this time should they see 
fit, received its second reading. So 
it can be taken as a matter of course 
that the bill is now law.

Right Type Heavy 
Horses in Strong: 
Demand in West ! 


That there is an actual scarcity of 
horses throughout the West was @ 
statement made to The Tribune re- 
porter by Dr, C, Head of Regina, who 
spent several days in the district in- 
specting stallions for the livestock de- 
partment of the Dominion government, 

Dr. Head explained that the live- 
stock department of the Dominion 
government gives a bonus for the 
right type of horse. The reason the 
bonus is paid, said Dr, Head, is to im- 
prove the general type of horses 
throughout the country, 

In order to get the bonus it is neces- 
sary to have the horse inspected by a 
government veterinary. 

Dr. Head stated that the horse in 
demand was from 1600 to 1700 pounds, 
This class of horse, he said, was 
quickly picked up. 

Under present conditions, he ob- 
served, it was impossible to farm by 
power, Cheap power was what was 
needed, and the horse furnished it,

ing: 

“However, in view of the fact that 
the farmer is receiving this year a 
deplorably low return for his product 
—a return so low as to be unprece- 
dented—and the accompanying fact 
that last year’s scale of charges, which 
T understand was continued this year, 
seems to be rather high in proportion 
to what the farmer receives, It has 
been deemed wise to alter the Act to 
enab'e the commission to vary its 
charges in mid-season, if it so desires, 
It must be manifest, of course, that 
Parliament itself could not well sit In 
judgement in a matter of this kind 
and fix the charges; that is clearly 
the function of the commission, The 
Minister and the Government felt that 
the commissioners should have power 
to reinvestigate the subject, if they 
deemed it wise, and that possibly, if 
they did so, lower charges might en- 
sue, I have no reason to think the 
present scale is high, except that, if 
my understanding is right, it fs the 
same scale that applied when wheat 
was selling at $1.50 a bushel, Wheat 
is now at less than fifty cents a 
bushel, and as the farmer's return is 
considerably lower in proportion, it 
would seem at first sight that the 
commissioners might well review the 
charges. 

“The Grain Commissioners, as I 
have said, were not presented with 
complaints and therefore felt they 
ought to retain charges which ap- 
parently were satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. I do not know at whose in- 
stance this legislation is introduced; 
perhaps it is at their own; but it does 
seem to me that nothing should tie 
their hands this year if they desire 
to effect any reduction in rates.”

There are also considerable money 
prizes to be won by Albertans and by 
seed growers of the Peace River 
country if they will make a deter- 
mined effort to bring out the best 
that they have, A representative of 
the Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture will be at the Grande Prairi 
Seed Fair to assist in picking suit- 
able grains and grasses for exhibition 
at Regina, 

The Junior Seed Fair will be held 
at the same time and the members 
of the Wheat and Oat Clubs will ex- 
hibit the threshed samples from the 
standing field crops that were judged 
in August, The combined scores will 
then indicate the winners in these 
competitions and who the prizes and 
cups will go to.
